The great public are not aware of 
that and look upon detectives as super- 
human beings. tectives aro like other 
ordinary people, and in many cases very 
ordinary peopleindeed. Criminals are gen- 
erally detected by accident. The keenest 
and best detective is the one who can 
turn such accidents to the best account.”

It very frequently happens that 
this fire break is constructed after the fire 
which it is intended to guard against has 
appeared. On such occasions, while one 
party goes out with brooms, shovels, old 
grain sacks and other weapons to stay the 
progress of the fire as much as possible, 
another attaches teams to all the plows 
that can be found and begins to make the 
needed furrows. The attacking party is 
usnally headed by the mayor, while the 
justice of the peace, or the leading law- 
yer, is apt to lead the plow brigade. As 
soon.as the furrows are turned the ‘‘back 
fire” between is started, and usually the 
town is saved. Perhaps the people geta

Turn to any reliable table giv- 
ing the analysis of foods and you will see 

“that the figures stand the other way; 
there being three or four times the 
amount of nutritive substance in wheat, 
rye, oats, corn and barley than there is 
in the best beef or mutton Dried beans 
and peas are far more nutritious than any 
of the meats. (See Payen and other 
standard authorities.) Were illustrations 
needed, we have all the peasantry of thé 
Old World to refer to. Who does not 
know that the hard workers the world 
over live upon a diet from which meat is 
practically excluded?~ It is true in Asia, | 
itis true in Europe. More hard, muscu- 
lar labor can be gotten out of a piece of 
oat cake, a bit of unleavened wheat meal 
bread, oreven the southern hoe cake, than. 
out of twice that amount of beef, pork or 
mutton.—Susanna W. Dodds, M. D., ir

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Death of a Public Spirited Citizen, 


General Géo. W. Parsons, of this city, 
died last Wednesday night at twenty 
minutes of ten o'clock at the residence 
of Hon. F. Stanley Toadvin, from a gen- 
eral breaking down of the nervous sys- 
tem. General Parsons was well-known 
in this county, in fact on the whole 
Eastern Shore. His father, the late Jehu 
Parsons, was one of the prominent heads 
of Salisbury years ago. The decease: 


was born June 10th, 1839, the youngest | 


of five children,two of whom, W. S. 
and Milton A. Parsons, survive him. 
Early in life be began the stndy of 
mechanical engineering, for which he 
showed a fondness and. aptifnde, and 
which he adopted as a profession. He 
was one of the prime movers in tke 
scheme to dredge the Wicomico river in 
1874, and contributed to the work both his 
time and.means. This alone entitled 
him toa place among the list of our 
honored. He was a. public spirited and 
liberal-minded man. In 1886-he was 
appointed Colonel on thie staff of Gov. 
Lioyd and in 1888 General on the staff 
of Gov. Jackson. 

The old family homestead, consisting 
cf abont 1,000 acres of valuable land, 
lying just outside of the corporation 
limits of Salisbury, is a part of the 
estate which he leaves. It is one of the 
most valuable tracta of .Jand in the 
county. He was never married. 

The funeral took place this (Friday) 
afternoon, at 3 o'clock, at St Peters’

The greatest 
ascertained age of the larch (in Bavaria) 
is 274 years, while the silver fir has 
reached 429. The aldest known speci- 
men of the holm oak (near Aschaffenburg) 
numbered 410 years; while in all the com- 
mon oaks about 320 years old the heart 
was. beginning to decay. 

The maximum ages of other German 
trees—as found by counting the rings— 
is as foHows: Red beech, 245; ash, 170; 
elm, 180; birch, 200; aspen,’210, and alder, 
145 years. The lime, beloved of tho 
fatherland, generally evades this test. 
Probably one of the longest standińg of 
all, it is seldom found in a sound condi- 
tion at an advanced age.—London Stand- 
ard.

The Gov. of Alaska A.P. Swineford, 

- inhis anual report to thesecretary of the 
Interior,states that the total population is 
49,850, and of this number there are 6,500 
whites, 1,900 creoles and 2,950 Aleuts. 
In regard to the settlement ofthe pnblic 
lands the Governer state that all settlers 
in Alaska upon the public lands are 
mere squatters who are awaiting legisla- 
tion from Congress which will enable 
them to secure titles.

How Small Towns Grow inte Great Cities. 
The Wicomico River Crowned by 
Salabury, Cited. 


The Baltimore Sun of last Tuesday 
contained the following very interesting 
and important article-on rivers and har- 
bors > > 

Ofall the bills that come regularly be- 
fore Congress the riverand harbor bill 
encounters the most criticism, and it 
must be confessed that the crowding into 
the bill, by a system of log-rolling, ap- 
propriations for the improvement of all 
sorts of petty streams and rivers and 
creeks that are of no commercial value, 
and where the money spent upon them 
wou'd be simply wasted, not unfrequent- 
ly justifies the strictures of the press. 
But with rivers that are tributaries to 
great navigable waters, or to a great city 
through which their products find a way’ 
to the local or foreign market, the case 
is diferent- Ina paper read by Col. 
Craighill before the American Society of 
Civil Engineers, assembled at Milwaukee 
in June last, he undertook to answer the 
‘objections that had been made to appro- 
priations for the deepening of the Wi- 
comico and Corsica rivers, beth-of-which 
are Maryland waterways, and both emp- 
tying into the Chesapeake bay. His re- 
marks on these rivers are so interesting 
that we give the principal points of his 
argument. He starts out by explaining 
that “the Wicomico river, on the Fastern 
Shore of Maryiand, empties into the 
Chesapeake bay nearly opposite the 
mouth of the Potomac. It is not a large 
stream, and flows tbrongh a flat country; 
its bauks are to.a great extent marshy 
| and its beds muddy. Its width is great 
| in comparison with other elements of 
the regimen.” - When it was examined 
some years ago,“with a view to its im- 
provement by the United States, it was 
found that navigation lo Salisbury, one 
of tle largest towns on the Eastern 
Shore, was prevented by a barashort dis- 
tance below the town, composed of mud, 
sand and sawdust, on which there was a. 
depth of less than a foot at low water. A 
gauging of the stream showed that it 
was capable, with proper treatment, of 
| having a channel seven feet deep at low 


water, and from 75 to 100 feet wide. Con-

Canning In Southern Maryland. 

The tendency-in lower Maryland to 
raise sugar -corn and tomatoes for can- 
ning purposes has largely developed this 
year. The distance from market renders 
this industry “here unprofitable when 
these prodacts have to be shipped, and 
packing houses fre conveniently located 
in'lower Anne Arundle; southeastern 
Prince George’s and upper Calvert to 
meet the development which these crops 
indicate will eventually be characteristic 
of agriculture in Southern Maryland fol- 
lowing a proportional decline in the 
tobacco raising industry, which has in 
most cases become unprofitable. The 
packirg business is now being engaged 
in by a stock company; at Friendship, 
Anne Arundel connty; R, M. Pindell at 
Pindell's, Gardner « Sunderland at Bris- 
tol Point, Chaney « Jones at Dunkirk, 
Calvert county, and Thos. Claggett, 
near Uppon Marlboro’, Prince George’s 
country. This last-named: packing house 


‘is one of the largest fruit and vegetable 


packing houses in the State. Quite a 
number of prominentagriculturists have 
yisited this honse lately, and other 
packers also are frequent visitors, to 


` gather new ideas in improved machinery 


and the latest modes of expediting the 
work offruitand yegetable packing 

One device that will soon entirely su- 
persede the nse of-a crane for hoisting and 
for lowering the iron crates containing 
the cansaluring the process is an elevated 
railway, connected with which is a 
hoisting apparatus and trip-wheel by 
which this formerly troublesome work is 
now done. 

Another great improvement is the light- 
ing apparatus. Gasoline lamps superced- 
ed the coal oil lamps, and now the best 
packing houses are lighted by gas man- 
ufactured on the spot from gasoline. 
Rapid labelling by hand in some cases 
almost staggers credulity. Mrs. Squires, 
of Baltimore, employed’ at _Claggett’s 
packins honse, is the champion in that 
department, labelling at the. rate of 
thirty cans a minute or 16.000 cansin one 
day. Itlooks like by the most 
exact machinery. 

The packing honses of lower Maryland 
will this year put about one handred and 
fifty thousand cases. containing about 
3 900,000 cans, chiefiy corn and tomatoes.

History of Soap Making. 

The accurate history of the manufac- 
ture of soap stretches back to the facto- 
ries built at ,Marseilles, when there was 
an apparent recognition of the principles 
of saponification. Neither then nor un- 
til centuries later, however, was there 
any desire to understand what the prin- 
ciple wis, and -for many years every 
effort to wrest the secret from chemistry 
and make soap boiling an art was fought 
by the manufacturer and workman. 
“The factories at Marseilles had around 
them all the materials n for soap 
making,” says a recent English work 
upon this art. ‘‘The olive tree, the fruit 
ot which yields a fixed oil in great abun- 
dance, flourished in the south of France, 
while the shores of the Mediterranean 
yielded an ple supply of maritime 
plants from which crude soda was ob- 
tained by calcination. As the time pro- 
cree taly furnished olive oil, while 

pain contributed crude soda, or barilla.” 

The gradual development of the art, 
while extremely interesting to the chem- 
ist, is of no ial interest to the general 
reader. Leblanc’s discovery of a process 
for the manufacture of wade from com- 
mon salt, Chevaeul’s explanation of the 
nature of the reaction which takes place 
when fatty substances are treated with 
boiling solutions of caustic alkali, gave 
an exactness to the manufacture of soa 
such as it had never before had; but it 
was a long time before the boilers would 
avail themselves of the aid of these men 
of science. Steam succeeded the ordin- 
ary fire, and the list of fatty substances 
used in soap making grew and grew, un- 
til there are now a dozen of them form- 
ing the base of soap, with over one hun- 
dred entering into the composition of 
different kinds of soap to a greater or 
less degree.—The Kitchen. 


Fortanes for Colored Dentists. 


The negroes are progressing. A dental 
school for their race has been established 
in Nashville, Tenn. It is the first insti- 
tution of the kind in the world. A few 
years ago negro dentists would havo 
starved, but there is now a good prospect 
for fortunes for them. When a negro 
was a slave he had the best teeth in the 
world. As soon as he became a citizen 
his teeth began to decay. This is not so 
much the result of the imposition of 
suffrage on our brother in black as of his 
change in diet and habits. So long as he 
went to bed at dark and lived on corn 
bread and fat meat he was all right. 
When he began to indulge in whisky and 
sweetmeats his teeth and his character 
both commenced to decay.—Macon (Ga.) 
Telegraph.

Destroying Anta. 


Professor Cook, of the Michigan Agri- 
cultural college, says: “I tried hisul- 
phide of carbon, and with marked suc- 
cess. To use this we have to find the ant 
hills or mounds which harbor the ants. 
This is rarely difficult. We now use a 
crowbar, with which we make a hole in 
the center of the mound which should 
reach down to the leyel of the lowest 
gallery of this ants’ nest. We now turn 

about half a gill of bisulphide of car- 
ben, after which we throw on imme- 
diately a shovelful of clay, which should 
be at once compactly trodden down. 
This holds the liquid in the nest, and its 
very volatile nature, ther with its 
poisonous fumes, soon destroys the last 
ant of the nest. I have destroyed a nest 
utterly with oneapplication. Sometimes 
the remedy woul ve to be repeated to 
become effective.”

The Sentence of Jesus. 

A torrespondent of Notes and Quer- 
ries extracts from the Kolnische Zeitung 
what is called “a correct transcript of the 
sentence of death pronounced against 
Jesus Christ.” The following is a copy 
of the most memorable judicial sentence 
which has ever been pronounced in the 
annals of the world—namely, that of 
death against the Saviour, with the re- 
marks that the Journal Le Droit has 
collected, the knowledge of which must 
be interesting in the highest degree to 
eyery Christian. Until now Weare not 
aware that it has ever been made public 
in the German papers. The sentence is 
word for word as follows: 

“Sentence pronounced by Pontius Pi- 


_ late; Intendant of the Province of Lower 


Galilee, that Jesus of Nazareth shall suf- 
fer death by the cross. In the seven- 
teenth year of the reign of the’ Emperor 
of Tiberius, and on the 25th of the month 
of March, in the most holy city of Jeru- 
salem, during the Pontificate of Anuas 
and Calaphas,, Pontius Pilate, Intendant 
of the Province of Lower Galilee, sitting 
in judgment in the presidential- seat of 
the Pretors, sentences Jesus Christ of 
Nazareth to death on a cross between 
two robbers, as the numerous and- no- 
torious teStimonials of the people prove: 
L Jesus -is a misleader. -2. He bas ex- 
cited the people to sedition. 3. He is 
an enemy tothelaws. 4/ He calls liim- 
self the Son of God. 5. He calls him- 
self falsely the King of Israel. 6. He 
Wentinto the Temple followed by a 
multitude carrying palms in their hands. 
Orders: The firct centurion, Quintus 
Cornelius, to bring him tothe place of 
execution. Forbid all persons, rich or 
poor, to prevent the execution of Jesus. 
The witnesses who have signed the ex- 
ecution against Jesus are: 1. Daniel 
Robanı,, Pharisee; 2. John Zorabable; 
3. Raphael Robani; 4. Capet. Jesds to 
be taken out of Jerusalem through the 
gate of Tournea.” 

The sentence is engraved on a plate of 
brass in the Hebrew language, and on 
its sidesarethe following words: “A 
similar plate has been sent to each tribe.” 
It was discoyeredin the year 1280, in 
the city of Aquill, (Aquilla?) in the king- 

- dom of Naples, by a search made for the 
discovery of Roman antiquities, and re- 
mained there until it was found by the 
commissaries of art in the French army 
of Italy. Up to tbat time of the cam- 
psign in Southern Italy it was preseryed 
in the sacristy-of tbe Carthusians, near 
Naples, where it was kept in a box of 
ebony. Since then the relic has been 
kept in the Chapel of Caserla. The Car- 
thosians obtained it by their petitions 
that the plate might be kept by them, 
which wasan acknowledgement of the 
sacrifices which they made for the 
French army. The French translation 
was made literally by members of the 
commission of arts.

All he took with him was powder of 
sulphur and a quill, and with these he 
cured every patient without exception. 
He put a teaspoonful of flour ðf brim- 
stone in a wime-glass of water,and stirred 
with his finger instead of a’ spoon 
as the sulphur does not readily 
amalgamate with water. When the sul- 
phur was well mixed he gave it as a gar- 
gle, and in ten minutesthe patient was 
out of danger, Brimstone kills every 
species of fungus in man, beast and 
plaptina few minutes. . Instead of 
spitting ont the gargle, he recommended 
the swallowing of it. In extreme cases 
in which he bad been ealled justin the 
nick of time, when the fungus was too 
nearly closed to allow the gargling, he 
blew thesulphur through a quill into 
the throat, and after the fungus had 
shrunk_to allow of it, then the gargling.

The Paradoxes of Science. 


The water which drowns us, a fluent 
stream, can be walked upon as ice. The 
bullet, which when fired from a musket 
carries death, will be hanoless if ground 
to dust before being fired. The crystal- 
ized part of the oil of roses, so graceful 
in its fragrance—a solid at ordinary tem- 
peratures, though readily volatile—is a 
compound substance, containing. exactly 
the same. elements and in exactly the 
same proportions as ‘the gas with which 
we light our streets. The'tea which we 
daily drink, with benefit and pleasure, 
produces palpitations, nervonstremblings 
and even paralysis, if taken im excess; 
yet the peculiar organic agent called 
theine, to which tea owes its- qualities, 
may be taken by itself (as theine, not as 
tea) without any appreciable effect. 

The water whjch will allay our burning 
thirst augments it when congealed into 
snow, so that it is stated by explorers of 
the Arctic regions that the natives “pre- 
fer enduring the ntmost extremity of 
thirst rather than attempt to remove it 
by eating snow.” Yet if the snow be 
melted it becomes drinkable water. 
Nevertheless, although if melted before 
entering the month it assuages thirst like 
other water, when melted in the mouth 
it has the opposite effect. To render this 
paradox ‘more striking we have only to 
remember that ice, which melts more 
slowly in the mouth, is very efficient in 
allaying thirst.
